The Debtor is authorized to operate its ministry and manage its properties as a debtor in possession pursuant to sections 1107(a) and 
1108 of the Bankruptcy Code. All information in this Monthly Operating Report relates solely to the Debtor and excludes the churches and non-Debtor Catholic entities.
